The ſame providential Hand that has per- 

t FI minted the exiſtence of evil, has implanted 

and encouraged in the human breaſt, a 

principle of benevolence to reſtrain-and al- 

| leviate it. The precepts of Chriſtianity are, 

perhaps, in no inſtances; better exempliked, 

than in attempts to comfort. the afflited, to 
| aſſiſt 
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aſſiſt the induſtrious, and to inſtruct the , 
ignorant.

For this purpoſe more particularly, Cha- 
rity-Schools are maintained in many parts 
of the country, and eſpecially in the me- | 
tropolis; of the utility of which there ca-? 
be no doubt. | 

In places where extenſive manufattories 

are eſtabliſhed, the children are taught to be 
of uſe to their parents and maſters in their 
childhood; and their time is ſo wholly en- 
groſſed in their occupations, that few oppor- 7 
tunities remain of their gaining even the A 
loweſt degree of learning: when they grow © 
up, they are therefore found in the groſſeſt 
ignorance with reſpett to religion and mora- 
lity; and, as what they poſſeſs not themſelves, 
they cannot communicate to others, it be- 4 
comes the inheritance of their poſterity, and 
is entailed from generation to generation. 4 
The conſequence too frequently is, a total 
thoughtleſſneſs about their moral duties, and 
the important concerns of a future ſtate. 
To 
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To remedy this evil, the Inſtitution of 


Sunday-Schools has been adopted, and in 
ſeveral parts of the country has happily pro- 
duced the molt ſalutary effects. Very re- 


ſpectable authorities have teſtified to the 
plwGwẽEeaſing alteration which has been derived 
#4 from them, in the behaviour, language, 


and manners of the children. 


The benevolent mind that has beheld 
the Anniverſary-Meeting of the Charity- 
Schools of this City, and compares the pre- 
ſent comfortable ſituation of the children, 
with the filthineſs, rags, and vicious igno- 
rance in which they muſt have otherwiſe 
been left, will ſcarcely forbear wiſhing that 
ſuch benefits may be extended, and the 


example followed, wherever, and as far, 


as it may be practicable. 


To promote the extenſive influence and 
advantage of ſuch Schools; to give the chil- 


dren an opportunity of knowing what the 
Sacred Oracles contain; and above all, to 


reſcue them from low habits of vice and idle- 
nes, a 


nefs, and to initiate them into a moral and 
religious courſe of life, are the ends herein 


propoſed. 
The influence of tle Plan may indeed be 
felt comparatively leſs in London, where 
numerous Schools already exiſt ; but it is 
reaſonable to hope, that it will produce the 
moſt beneficial conſequences inthe country 
manufacturing towns and villages; where 
inftitutions of this kind are ſeldom eſta- 
bliſhed, and are of more difficult acceſs 


It is matter of congratulation to the pre- 
ſent age, that the mutual animoſities which 
have in former times diſunited the profeſſors 
of the Chriſtian Faith, have now given way 
tou more liberal conſtruction of each others 
motives: and while every man enjoys with x 
freedom the rights of private judgment, all 
denominationscan concur in promoting the 
common intereſts; and, by cheriſhing ge- 
nuine Chriſtian principles in the minds of 
children, prevent the corruption of morals, 
and advance the peace and felicity of their 
country.

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IV. A General Meeting ſhall be held on 
the ſecond Wedneſday in January, April, 
July, and October, at which Meetings 
ſeven Governors ſhall conſtitute a Board.

About two hundred and thirty children, male and 
female, in two diviſions, were walking through the 
ſtreet, which led me to inquire the occaſion, and was 
informed a Sunday-School had been eſtabliſhed about 
two years fince, and that theſe children were going to 
prayers at St. Giles's church, to which myſelf and 
daughter followed them. I found the children divided 
at each end of the church, which was a beautiful 
ſtructure of the Gothic order, built about ten years 
fince, and was crowded by the inhabitants; from one 
of the principal of whom I learnt, that the inſti- 
tution at Stoney-Stratford, was much indebted to 
the pious exertions of the Reverend Mr. Propert; 
who took a very active part in planning and con- 
ducting the inſtitution, as well as in teaching the 
children, the greater part of whom had been reſcued 
from wretchedneſs, ruin, and rags; but were now 
taught the principles of the Chriſtian Religion, to 
keep the Sabbath! to reverence their Maker, and to 
be made ſenſible of the bleſſing they experienced. They 
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this happy inſtitution did not confine 'its Wade to the 
children, but was an inducement to thoſe parents to 
attend Divine Service, who had never, or very ſeldom 
attended before; in proof of which, the congregation 
was ſo much increaſed, as to make it neceſſary to build 
a gallery round the church this ſummer.
